The plan provides for a system of 
conciliation, for a sharing of profits 
with the public, the miners, and the 
operators, for various mechanical im- 
provements, and for joint effort by 
the operators and miners to increase 
the production and consumption of 
anthracite. 


All Factors Considered 


“If the plan is put into operation 
by the miners and operators,” said 
Dr. Powell, “I think it would be one 
of the most effective ever devised for 
settling strikes. It takes into accoun. 
all the factors in the welfare of the 
anthracite industry as a whole, in- 
cluding the desire of the ntiners for 
incfeased wages and of the operators 
for greater profits.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—That the 
United States Government should 
send Miss Pattie Field, its first

Miss Field, a graduate of Rad- 
cliffe College in the class of 1923, 
who was one of 20 successful candi- 
dates in the foreign service exam- 
inations last January, will leave for 
her post as vice-consul at Amster- 


dam, Holland, in October. 

At Amsterdam Miss Field will 
serve under Consul-General W. H. 
Gale and will be associated with a 
consul and two other vice-consuls. 


Watching With Interest 


“Admission of women to the for- 
eign service is an experiment which 
officials of the State Department are 
watching with great interest,” she 
told a representative of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. “They are giv- 
ing every encouragement to the 
women wishing to enter this field. 
Frankly, I don’t know how the ex- 
periment is going to work out. No 
one knows, but there are high hopes 
for its success. There are certain 
posts, such as those in South Ameri- 
can countries, to which it would be 
difficult to send a woman as consul 
or diplomatic secretary at the pres- 
ent time. But as conditions change 
in regard to the position of women, 
I believe more and more women will 
qualify for the service.” 

Miss Field believes that there are 
certain duties attendant upon the 
consular and diplomatic. services 
which a woman is eminently quali- 
fied to perform. Examination of 
immigrants, facilitation of travelers, 
and the detail work which is an 
unspectacular but essential part of 
the routine of foreign posts, she 
believes are particularly within the 
province of a woman consul.

While she {fs anxious that women 
shall become an active force in the 
foreign service, she does not believe 
in pushing the project. Colleges 
could do much to bring the new field 
to the attention of students, and -.o 
offer specializec training definitely 
pointed up to the needs of the sérv- 
ice. But the development must come 
slowly if it is to be permanent, and 
the field is not. yet clear for the ap- 
pointment of large numbers of 
women, she believes. This is due 
rather to conditions abroad than to 
any disposition heré to doubt the 
ability of women in a field which has 
long been considered the particular 
province of men.

CHICAGO, Sept. 9—Congress will 
continue to cut cost of Government, 
while existing and contemplated 
economies will insure a further re- 


duction of $350,000,000 in taxes on 
incomes by the next session of Con- 
gress, said Martin B. Madden, chair- 
man of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee, in an interview here with a rep- 
resentative of The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

“T would like to see a great nation- 
wide organization of taxpayers to 
stpervise expenditures of the various 
departments of Government and to 
give the taxpayers’ side of situations 
to appropriating bodies,” said Mr. 
Madden. 

“Congress needs co-operation of 
the people in an effort further to lop 
off unjustifiable governmental activi- 
ties. The American people should 
aid in creating a public sentiment 
for economical expenditures of pub- 
lic funds. 

“Before:the war the cost of federal 
government was about $1,000,000,000 
per year. After the war it mounted 
as high as $19,000,000,000 in one 


single year, with a total of more than 


$50,000,000,000, or more than twice 
what had been expended by the Gov- 
ernment from the Declaration of In- 
dependence to the declaration of war 
in 1917. Snce the war,we have. re- 
duced the cost of government to 
$3,500,000,000 annually. With the

NEW YORK, Sept. 9—The enroll- 
ment figure for New York city 
schools for the new school year 
starting next Monday will approach 
1,000,000, according to public school 
officials here. - Thirty-three new 
buildings will be opened, providing 
seats for 38,000 pupils. 

One year ago the number of 
pupils enrolled was 979,462. Al- 
though definite figures will not be 
available until after registration, it 
was estimated by Dr. John A. Fergu- 
son, chairman of the committee on 
buildings of the Board of Education, 
that the large number of pupils sub- 
jected to a part-time schedule will 
be reduced to only 15,000 this year. 

Three high schools are included 
among the 33 new schools. These 
are the High School of Commerce 
in Sixty-fifth Street, west of Broad- 
way; the James Monroe High School 
in East 272d Street and Boynton 
Avenue, the Bronx, and the Jamés 
Madison High School at Avenue P 
and Quentin Road, Brooklyn.

Bureau Seeks Movement to 
‘Promote Efficiency by 
Steady Attendance

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—A waste 
of approximately $250,000,000 in the 
educational system of the United 


States was caused last year by ir- 
regular attendanee of pupils in the 
public schools, it is estimated by the 
Bureau of Education. “Effectiveness 
of a school system depends on the 
| regularity of attendance. of the pu- 
' pils enrolled as well as on’ such fac- 
tors as the quality of instruction and 
the ‘length of the school term,” ac- 
cording to the report, and any pro- 
gram for improvement of the sys- 
tem must take this factor into ac- 
count. The bureau has announced 
that it will support a nation-wide 


| movement to secure. closer co-oper- 


ation between the teacher and the 
parent to secure better attendance, 
especially in the lower’ grades, 
among which irregular: attendance 
was found to be common. 

The importance of finding a rem- 
edy for this situation is emphasized 
by the announcement that a study 
conducted by the bureau, covering 
72,120 country children:in 70. coun- 
ties of 10 states, showed the median 
number of days ‘of actual attendance 
of these students as 141.7. 

Half the children attended school 
less than 7% months, over one- 
fourth of the children attended con- 
siderably less than five months, and 
over one-eighth less than -three 
months. Attendance in consolidated 
schools was slightly better than in 
one-teacher schools it was found.

LONDON, Aug. 24—Neither Great 
Britain nor Turkey found its con- 
tentions about Mosul fully upheld 
in the report of the three commis- 
sioners appointed by the League of 
Nations.

Turkey, in the words of the re- 
port, asserted not only that “Mosul 
is of capital importance to the tirade 
of Anatolia, Syria and Persia,” but 
actually that “the disputed territory 
is part of Anatolia.” The commis- 
sion remarks that “it is obvious 
that Mosul is not in the least con- 
cerned in the trade between Anaiolia 
and Syria,” and that the town of 
‘Mosul is, geographically, “undoub*- 
ediy a part of Mesopotamia.” 
Ethnographically, however, the com- 
mission decides that the disputed 
territory “is undoubtedly Kurd

' After investigating the matter on 
the spot, however, he Commission, to 
use its own words, “became con- 
vinced of the full fo:'ce of the British 
assertions as:to the insuperable prac- 
tical difficulties of holding a plebis- 
cite and the considerable doubt 
which might still remain as to its 
trustworthiness.” — 

Investigation Was Exhaustive 


In the course of its investigations 
the commission visited practically 
every town of any importance in the 
disputed territory, which comprises 
an. area of 87,890 square miles and an 
indeterminate population which the 
commission itself estimates at about 
800,000. The three members split 
up into three subcommittees and 
made extended trips by air, by motor 
car, on horseback, and even on foot 
in districts unsuited to other modes 
of travel.- , 

They interrogated innumerable 
members of the different peoples, 
nations, and languages inhabitating 
the Vilayet. At first they found wit- 
nesses very loth to give their views, 
but state that in the end they man- 
aged to overcome this reluctance 
and that they are convinced the 
inhabitants expressed their wishes 
freely.

Problem Demands Solution

anthracite coal operators shall 
agrée to withdraw all restrictions on 
production and to urge the men to 
increase production and decrease the 
amovnt of absenteeism. The in- 
crea; sd production, it holds, can be 
handied with the same number of 
employees, and the cost of produc- 
tion correspondingly reduced. Both 
the miners and workers, it says, 
would receive increased compensa- 
tion for this. 

Improved machinery for modern- 
izing mining methods also is recom- 
mended and the coa] operators and 
union leaders urged’ to co-operate in 
having it installed. This, the authors 
of the plan hold, would lead to a 
decrease in the cost of production. 


Division of Profits 


The increased profits due to these 
decreases in costs, the report recom- 
mends, should be divided in the fol- 
lowing ratio: About 50 per cent to 
be used for lowering the cost of 
coal to the public; 20 per cent to go 
as increased profits for the operators; 
20 per cent for increased wages and 
10 per cent to be used for promotional 
activtiies. 

The plan recommends the forma- 
tion of a special organization for the 
prevention of strikes, consisting of 
a conciliation board of 10 men, three 
to be engineers appointed by the cual 
companies, three to be engineers ap- 
pointed by the United Mine Workers, 
three to be state inspectors and one | 
engineer from the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines appointed by the di-| 
rector of the bureau.

SUIT TOENJOIN BUS — 
SERVICE DISMISSED 


B. & A; \Loses in Action 
Against Berkshire Company 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 9% 
(Special)——-In the first case that has 
been won against the railroads by 
any bus company doing business ex- 
clusively within the State, the peti- 
tion of the be & Albany Rail- 
road, seeking to enjoin the Berkshire 
Motor Bus. Company from operating 
between this city and Pittsfield, 
was dismissed in the equity side of 
Superior Court in Boston yesterday. 
Continuance of bus service over the 
route is assured by the court’s ac- 
tion, which follows a spirited cam- 
paign on the part of the ‘hus com- 
pany for licenses from the towns 
and cities on its route. 

Ray B. Osborne, proprietor of the 
Berkshire Motor Bus Company, gave 
out the following statemeni after 
the railroad’s petition had been dis- 
missed: 

In the Superior Court, equity side, 
in Boston, it appearing that licenses 
to operate busses had been granted 
to the Berkshire Motor Bus Company 
by all three cities, Springfield, West- 
field, and Pittsfield; and all seven 
towns, Lenox, Lee, Becket, Chester, 
Huntington, Russell ._and Weat 
Springfield. along the present route 
from Springfield to Pittsfield, it was

AUGUSTA, Me., Sept. 9 (Special) 
—An automobile caravan of Maine 
folk will go over the road to Spring- 
field, Mass., to attend the dedication 
of the new State of Maine Building 
at the Eastern States Exposition 
grounds on Sept. 22. 

The cars will carry banners tell- 
ing where the party comes from, its 
destination and why the trip is baine 
taken. This plan, it is believed, wi! 
aid in selling the State of Maine to 
the people of the State and will 
acquaint all those who may go with 
the great value of the fair as an 
advertising medium for New Eng- 
land and particularly for Maine. The 
presence of this group also is ex- 
pected to impress others outside the 
State and turn their eyes toward 
Maine.

The Gtate of Maine Building ifs 
practioaliy completed. Already all of 
the 28 apaces available for exhibits 
have been engaged. The exhibits will 
be varied and representative of the 
Miate as a whole, and will be in- 
formative and interesting to the 
peeple of the entire country. 

The Maine building. the cost of 
which will be within the $50,000 of 
legislative appropriation and private 
subscription. is about the size of the 
Massachusetts building, next to 
which it will be located on the 
Avenue of States, but in no way 
resembling it. 

The Massachusetts building is a 
replica of the old State House of the 
Ray State. while the design of the 
Maine building is based on no prece- 
dent, but is reminiscent of the old 
New England types of colonial archi- 
tecture. 

It is a plain building, designed 
exclusively for exhibition purposes, 
the entrance porch only being of 
ornamental design. with four colo- 
nial columns supporting the pedi- 
ment. . 

Maine Materials Used 


Maine materials have been used 
very largely in the construction of 
this exhibition building, including 
Maine pine and spruce, Maine brick, 
Maine slate and Maine granite trim- 
mings. Free materials have been 
denated by many enterprising Maine 
firms so that a much better building 


has been obtained for $50,000 than 
could otherwise Lave been the case. 

The Rockland-Rockport Lime Cor- 
poration gave the lime used, tiles for 


the floor to the porch entrance were | 


donated by Winslow & Co. of Port- 
land, and George Cuozzo of Bangor, 


a manufacturer of cast stone, has | - 


donated the pilaster caps and bases 
and the plinths for the columns of 
the porch entrance. 

The lot upon which the building 
stands, and which has been given 
to the State of Maine by the Eastern 
States Exposition, has a frontage of 
125 and a depth of 256 feet. A front- 
age depth of 6@ feet has been re- 
served for an old-fashioned New 
England garden with a background 
of Maine pines and evergreens. The 
garden is beinz laid out in walks 
and flanked on either side with an 
artistic arbor. The flower beds have 
been planted with perennials that 


| will be in bloom during the annual 


exposition. 

On either side of the entrance posts 
an old-fashioned white wooden picket 
fence has been constructed, which 
gives the surrounding area a charac- 
teristic New England appearance. 


GOVERNOR TRUMBULL 
WILL NOT INTERFERE 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 9 (#)— 
Gov. John Trumbull, back from his 
vacation in Maine, has adopted a 
“hands off” policy with regard to the 
controversy over Connecticut’s new 
motion picture tax and censorship 
law. The Governor holds that so far 
as the administration of the new law 
g0es it is a matter that rests entirely 
with the tax officials. 

The Governor, however, is awaiting 
an announced visit of a committee 
from the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners Association. This conference, 
however, probably will be delayed a 
week. The theater owners, it is un- 
derstood, will ask the Governor to 
call a special session of the Legisla- 
ture to repeal or modify the tax and 
censorship law, wh they claim 
places a burden on the theaters that 
will drive many of them out of busi- 
ness. 


DEMOCRATS MAY HAVE CONTEST 


AUGUSTA, Me., Sept. 9 (Special) 
—Fulton J. Redman of Ellsworth 
may contest the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor of Maine with 
Louis J. Brann of Lewiston. There 
has been no contest in the Demo- 
cratic Party for the nomination for 
Governor since 1914.

Berlin (©) — An amalgamation of 
three large German cil firms was de- 
cided upon at a joint meeting of the 
boards of Deutsche Erdoel. Ltd., 
Deutsche Petroleum, Ltd., and Reut- 
gers Werke, Ltd. 


Santiago, Chile (#)—The Prince o1 
Wales laid the foundation stone of a 
monument here to George Canning, 
who was Foreign Secretary of Great 
Britain at the time the British Gov- 
ernment recognized the independence 
of Chile and other South American 
republics. 

Washington—American fishing ves- 
sels landed at Boston and Gioucester, 
Maes., 19,621,105 pounds of fresh fish, 
valued at $826,947 during the month 
of July, according to a federal report. 
This is an increase of 16.62. per cent 
over the same period for 1924, figured 
in quantity, and an increase of 16.14 
per cent in value. 


Washington (/)—Plans for a non- 
rigid dirigible for commercial use have 
been exhibited to Curtis D. Wilbur, 
Secretary of the Navy, by Capt. Karl 
Leps, formerly assistant to Count 
Zeppelin, German airship builder.

TRAIL COMPLETED 


New Views of Green Moun- 
tains Available to Hikers 


— 


DUXBURY, Vt., Sept. 9 (Special)— 
The Will S. Monroe skyline trail over 
the Couching Lion (sometimes called 
Camel’s Hump) has been completed 
and is now open to hikers journeying 
over the Long Trail who desire a side 
trail from which magnificent views of 
the Green Mountains are obtainable. 


The trail starts at the farm of Pro- 
fessor Monroe and runs 4% miles to 
the top of Couching Lion. It is unique 
in that it seeks out and follows the 
ridge of the mountains from which 
extraordinary vistas are obtainable. 

This side trail is not one which can 
be negotiated at great speed, because 
it traverses many rocks along the 
ridge of the mountains and hits some 
steep pitches. 

This new section added to the Long 
Trail makes close to 50 miles of trail 


which have been built under Profes- 
sor Monroe's direction. Throughout 
all this work he has paid particular 
attention to scenic points and to mak- 
ing a trail plain enough and passable 
enough so that anyone with average 
endurance could travel it. In this 
way it has been his hope to get people 
into the mountains who would not 
otherwise make the attempt. 

Professor Monroe first became in- 
terested in the Long Trail in 1916. 
Starting that year, he completed the 
linking up of two sections of the Long 
Trail by building 43 milés of trail 
from Middiebury Gap to the summit 
of Couching Lion. This was built at 
a financial outlay of $3500 about $2000 
of which Professor Monroe paid him- 
self. P

ENGINEER PREFERS 
“PICK AND SHOVEL” 


State Employee, Quits—Says 
He Can Earn More 


Francis R. Atkinson, employed as 
a civil engineer since 1912 in the 
Massac iusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works, resigned his place in the 
department several days ago and his 
resignation was accepted formally on 
Saturday, as he gave for his reason 
that he thought his salary of $1800 
a year was insufficient compensation. 
He has been in charge of a $200,000 
construction undertaking which has 
taken many hours of his time every 
day. 

It is said the engineer upon resign- 
ing his place had remarked that he 
could make as much money or even 
more working with “pick and shovel,” 
but his superiors were not inclined 
to take that rejoinder seriously, say- 
ing that an engineer of Mr. Atkin- 
son’s ability could do well for him- 
geif especially at this time when the 
services of such men are in great 
demand. 

That officials in the Department 
of Public Works had tried to get a 
salary increase for Mr. Atkinson is 
known.to be a fact.

Modern library equipment was in- 
troduced recently, through the gifts, 
among others, of the British Museum 
and the New York Public Library. A 
woman librarian who has received 
her training at the latter institution 
has introduced many of the latest 
methods of cataloging. But the build- 
ing is not suigable and never was, 
not even in 1920, when the library 
with its 30,000 volumes came under 
the control of the Zionist organiza- 
tion. It was erected in 1892 by the 
Jerusalem Lodge of the B'nai B'rith 
to house the small collection of 
books the institution numbered at 
its foundation. An imposing struc- 
ture to harmonize with the general 
Hebrew University plan is projected 
for the near future, the money hay- 
ing been available for some time in 
the foundation, raised as a memorial 
to David Wolfsohn, who had suc- 
ceeded Dr. Herzl as leader of the 
Zionist movement. 


Cosmopolitan in La 
- Subjects ee 

In a city of libraries like Jeru- 
salem, the Jewish library is unique 
at least for its cosmo>-litanism. The 
other libraries all : ave some dis- 
tinctive quality, but they are limited, 
principally, either to one subject or 


to one language. Not s the Jewish 
library which is representative of 
every subject and of every language. 
If present day Palestine stands for 
an ingathering of the Jewish “exiles” 
from every clime and every tongue, 
the books on the shelves of this 
library are symbolic of the ingather- 
ing of the treasures of the Jewish 
people scattered no less than the rate 
itself. Here will be found lying cheek 
by jowl books in Russian and Ger- 
man, in Polish and French, in the 
gaat languages and in Eng- 
sh. 

No single language predominates, 
not even Hebrew, which in Palestine 
is the language of the Jews. And 
there is a catholicity of subjects such 
as is rarely to be “ound anywhere 
else. The library has. bid for pos- 
session of the famous library of the 
Gaonic period belonging to the 
former chief rabbi of Warsaw, while 
the librarian of the Hebrew Union 
College at Cincinnati has just ar- 
ranged for his perhaps unequaled 
collection of Spinoza works to be 
transferred to the library. The li- 
brary of the great Orientalist, Dr. 
Goldzieher of Vienna, has been ac- 
quired by the Zionist Organization 
for the Jerusalem institution, which 
thus becomes enrich by a collec- 
tion of Arabic and Hebrew books on 
Oriental literature which is perhaps 
second to none. Ancient Hebrew 
lore naturally makes a strong appeal 
to the directors of this library and 
it is not unnatural for owners of 
such collections to turn their thoughts 
to Jerusalem when contemplating 
their final disposition. But modern 
Hebréw books of which there is a 
very considerable output, including 
systematic translations of the world’s 
classics, are much sought after by 
the directors and users of the 
library.

the library was fortunate in obtain- 
ing gifts from several governments. 
The Government of Palestine, in a 
letter to the authorities of the Brit- 
ish Museum, recognized the library 
as having academic rank, and Sir 


Herbert Samuel presented many gifts 


to the library. The Government of 
France presented several hundred 
volumes, and the Governments of 
Italy and Czechoslovakia are at pres- 
ent preparing large collections of 
books for the library. The Govern- 
ments of Holland and of the United 
States have recently made gifts to 
the library. The International Con- 
gress of Librarians. which took place 
in Paris in the spring of 1922, utged 
the libraries of Europe and America 
to maintain friendly relations with 
the library in Jerusalem. The 
library of the Jewish community in 
Berlin resolved to present its dup- 
licates. Many private individuals, 
both Jews and non-Jews, constantly 
send books and periodicals. Dr. Berg- 
mann is responsible in the main four 
the quarterly. for Hebrew — Bibli- 
ography, “Kiryath Sefer,” which 
publishes the manuscripts of the 
library: and gives a roster of. Pales- 
tinjan literature. The library par- 
ticipates also in the publication 
of the “Scripta Universitatis atque 
Bibliothecw  Hierosolym  itanana- 
rum,” of which so far two volumes 
have appeared, one dealing with 
Orientalia and the other with mathe- 
matics and physics. 

“The boundaries of our dream 
have not been reached,” Dr. Berg- 
mann said to the correspondent of 
The Christian Science Monitor.

a non-Jewish Englishwoman, a resi- 
dent of Japan, Mrs. E. A. Gordon, 
transmitted a number of volumes in 
Japanese. We requested a transla- 
tion of the titles. replied: “The 
transiating will be done, at some 
future time, by those Japanese 
students of the Jerusalem University 
who are now flooding European and 
American universities, and a little 
later on will prefer to study in 
Palestine.” Here is a woman who 
dares to connect Palestine with a 
vision! She dares to believe that 
‘My house will be a house of prayer 
to all the Nations.’ 

“Such dreams are difficult for us 
who live in Palestine—we stand too 
close to the realities of the present 
day. It is hard to look beyond the 
fact that our library must work to- 
day with a budget that would in- 
volve a small provincial institution 
in a deficit. It is hard to forget that 
we have no money to buy or bind 
books, and that our entire staff con-

The plaintiffs say that they for- 
merly did a very substantial render- 
ing business in Pawtucket, but that 
members of the “rendering ring” or 
“yackers’ combine,” although osten- } 
sibly competing with one another, 
formed a combiné seeking to restrain 
trade and put out of business all 
those not members of the organiza- 
tion. 

Many various methods, which it is 
alleged the “combine” used to drive 
competitors out of business, are listed 
at length in the suit. Among them, 
the plaintiffs declared, were attempts 
to make it difficult for firms to obtain 
raw materials,. threats of violence 
both to the person and property of 
members of the competing firms and 
those who dealt with them, offers of 
bribes and bonuses to stop sales to 
competitors of the “ring,” and com- 
bination in bidding prices up out of 
reach of firms outside the organiza- 


tion. 
Plaintiffs’ Charges 
The combination, it is alleged, 
worked by means of a central, di- 
recting committee which met at fre- 
quent intervals to determine what 


competitors should be suppressed, 
and what methods should be em- 
ployed. The expense of suppression 
is said to have been apportioned 
among members of the “ring,” and 
the bill asserts that large sums of 
money were appropriated for this 
work. 

Such methods soon affected the 
business of the plaintiffs, it is 
charged, and they were forced to 
listen to offers of purchase. Even 
these, the charges specify, were en- 
gineered by members of the organi- 
zation, and were not sincere or com- 
pleted. The plaintiffs in tue end were 
forced to sell their business at what 
they say was a small portion of its 
worth, the charges declare.

Experiments have been made by the 
Labor Ministry in various trading 
ventures, and Queensland now has 
cattle stations, retail meat and fish 
shops, saw mills, fruit canneries, coal 
mines and even gold and copper 
mines. Although one or two of these 
state enterprises, notably the meat 
shops; have shown a profit, most of 
them have worked out on the wrong 
side of. the ledger, and added seri- 
ously to the burden which the tax- 
payers have had to bear. The Labor 
Government, however, has many 

measures Of genuine reform standing 
to its credit, including some of a 
truly humanitarian character.

The Immigrant Question 

An important question in Queens- 
land just now is that of the influx of 
immigrants from southern Europe. 
More is heard of it here than in any 
of the Australian States: because the 
cultivation of sugar-cane is almost 
exclusively a Queensland industry 
and it is the great prosperity of the 
sugar industry which is attracting a 
large number of Italians and Greeks, 
as well as a comparatively smalier 
number of Spaniards, Maltese and 
others to this part of the world. 
Many hundreds of Italians have al- 
ready settled in North Qu land 
and engaged in the growing 6f sugar 
cane, and in almost every instance 
have proved industrious, law-abiding 
and successful settlers. The situation 
is greatly complicated, however, by 
the fact that Queensland already 
produces more sugar, in a normal | 
year, than the whole of Australia can 
consume and as the price paid for the 
sugar consumed is much above the 
world’s parity, the surplus has tobe: 
exported and sold at a less. For this 
reason, it is not desired to increase 
the area under cultivation for sugar} 
production, and the immigration of 
seuthern Buropeans desirous of ae 
ing up sugar-growing is likely to’ 
gravate an already difficult situation.

peace by these means. 
But the failures of the past by no means 


imply that the present initiative cannot suc-— 
ceed. Peoples who have gained their natural 


_objectiye and for the most part acquired more 
territory than they ever seriously hoped to 
possess, and who are, moreover, weary of war, 
are more inclined to listen to reason than to 
indulge in imperial aspirations and flamboyant 
sabre-rattling. Furthermore, they breathe a 
different atmosphere—an atmosphere still 
faintly influenced by the admirable sentiments 
of peace and good will so freely voiced after the 
armistice, and very mat2rially affected by the 
persistent efforts of western and central 
Europe to replace machine guns by argument 
in the settlement of international disputes. 
That the peoples—the peasant peoples—of 
the Balkans would welcome compulsory arbi- 
tration goes almost without the saying. From 
time to time they have been aroused by nation- 
alistic agitators,’ until it appeared to the on- 
looker that the peninsula was filled to over- 
flowing with fiery patriots prepared to go to 
any lengths that they might shift a frontier a 
few degrees east or west. But all this was 
merely superficial. The peasant is primarily 
devoted to his own small plot of land, and it is 
. questionable indeed. whether Bulgaria could 
raise a voluntary army for an assault on Salon- 
iki, or Greece more than a handful of enthu- 
siasts for the conquést of Constantinople. 
There is a great deal to be said, in general, for 
the conscription of wealth in time of war. 
Were it understood that this policy was to be 


followed unqualifiedly in this region, the pros-_ 


pect of further war in the Balkans would be 
very sensibly diminished. 

Although one may give unstinted welcome 
to the initiative of M. Rendis, there would ap- 
pear at the outset to be a certain incongruity 
about the proposals. It is proposed, for ex- 
ample, to set up a court of compulsory arbitra- 
tion. That, of course, is necessary, for if 
nations are to decide whether or not they will 
submit any particular dispute to arbitration, 
little, if any, progress will have been made. If 
the Balkan States are to set an example to 
Europe in their determination to avoid war, 


they must adopt compulsory arbitration or’ 


nothing. This being the case, it becomes diffi- 
cult to admit the necessity either for a new 
arbitral organization outside the League of 
Nations—to which all the Balkan States sub- 
scribe—or for the elaboration of any new pact 
of mutual guarantee fortified by individual 
alliances between the guarantors. 

It is easy to argue, on the one hand, that 
alliances and pacts bind their members more 
closely to one another and are calculated to 
restrain disgruntled neighbors from disturbing 
the peace. But the obvious answer to this thesis 
is that, in an agreement to accept compulsory 
arbitration, military pacts, defensive or other- 
wise, between some of the parties thereto, are 
out of place. Furthermore, they are calculated 
to destroy an essential sense of equality. The 
only call for force would seem to be.that'at the 
disposal of the arbitral authority to impose its 
decisions in case of necessity. 

Above all, of course, it will be necessary to 


secure a court with no political ax to:grind 


and otherwise above suspicion. 


Finally, the ex-allies in the peninsula will 


sooner or later have to face the: problem of 
bringingintheex-enemy. There will be noticed in

There 
were few who, during all those years, appeared 
in defense of the: liquor traffic, the saloon, the 
dive, or. any. of its self-confessed accomplices. 
Those now eloquent as the champions of what 
they call personal liberty evidently hoped that 
the people of a great and progressive nation 
could never be aroused to a realization that they 
could defy and destroy an evil claiming such tre- 
mendous political and money power. 

But that time did come, as the time eventu- 
ally will come when kindred evils will be over- 
come and destroyed, bringing with it a realiza- 
tion of the greater’ power and force of an 
aroused public conviction. The result was the 
almost unanimous adoption by the states of the 
amendment which has been written into the 
Constitution. The people who, in sober posses- 
sion of their own senses, ratified this addition 
to the organic law, and those who have gladly 
and hopefully sought to conform to and abide 
by it, cannot be told that their solemn edict is 
regarded as a mere scrap of paper. They were 
not’convinced by the formidable showing made 
in Chapter One that law enforcement is im- 
possible. They do not need the reassuring mes- 
sage now sent out to convince them that it is 
being enforced, and that the benefits promised 
and expected are being realized. |

Probably in no other. country except the 
United States has the annual camp meeting, 
which fils in summer 
much the same 
rural. social life as the 
“protracted meeting” of 
the winter season, be- 
come a fixed and regu- 
larly recurriig event.

The whole forms a pictur- 
esque mixture of drab and white, and of a morn- 
ing, when the air is clear and cool and the sun 
is just visible above distant hilltops, the smoke 
from inviting cook stoves and “Dutch” ovens 
suggests comfort even under what might seem 
to be unavoidable difficulties. 

There is a Sabbath stillness about these 
camps. And during the course of the almost 
continuous services which all are expected to 
attend there is even more of this restful quietude.

- The person who visits one of\these meeting 


places bent upon amusement, or one wlio goes 
to scoff or ridicule the simple expositions of the 
believers’ faith, might far better have remained 
away.
